A lthough hon. ernest lapointe. 

Minister of Justice in tha Canadian Govern¬ 
ment. net issued an official statement regarding 
what was accomplished at the recent gathering in 
Londoo arising out of the Impeiial Conference of 
1926, reports mdiette that it was decided to recom¬ 
mend the removal of all limiurions to the constitu¬ 
tional equably of tha Dominions.
